it appears then ¢ffential to theright management 
of now flex, to get rid of this pernicious vegetative 
fap, and to m.cerate the boon; but, from the com- 
plaints made againft both the methods of watering 
row in ufe, there is reafon to think thereis {till 
great rcom for improvement in that article. In ri- 
vulets the vezetative fap, as it is d:ffolved, is carried 
cff by the current, to the deftruGion of the fith : 
this prevents the flax from being ftained; but che 
Operaticn is tedious, and I have been told, often 
not complete, from the uncertainty of knowing the 
precife time when it is juft enough, and net too 
much, or perhaps from negi:@&. In ponds, the 
inky tinge of the water often ferves as a kind of dye 
to the flax, which imbibes it fo ftrongly, that dou- 
ble the tabour in bleaching will hardly bring the li- 
nen made of foch flax to an equality in whitenefs 
with linen made of flax untinged. This feems to 
be equally unwife, as though we were to dye cotton 
black firft, as a means to whiten it afterwards. 
Thefe ponds pefides, become a great nuifance to 
the ncighbourhcod: the impregnated water is often 
of fuch a pernicious quality, that cattle, however 
thirfty, will not drink of it; andthe effluvia of it 
may, perhaps, he nearly as infectious as it is offen 
five. Mthefe effluvia are really attended with any 
contagious effefts in cur cold climate, a thing worth 
the enquiring into, how much more pernicious muft 
their eff.€s have been in the hot ccuntry of Egypt, 
a country early noted for its great cultivation of 
flax ? 

From thefe confiderations I have been led to think, 
that the procefs of watering might be greatly impro- 
ved and fhortened, by plunging the new flax after 
it is rippled, imto fcalding water, which, in re- 
gard to extraéting the vegetative fap, would do 
rrore in five m nutes, than cold water would do in a 
fortnight, er perhaps more than cold water could do 
at all, in rfp. @ to the clearing the plant of

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By the fame analogy, Ithink, flax, or any 
fnall twig, would be made to part with its oark 
much eafier and quicker by being dipp:d in boiling 
water, than by being fteeped in cold water. 

This refie€tion opens a door for a great variety of 
new experiments in regard to flax. I would there- 
fore recommend to gentlemen cultivators and farm- 
ers to make repeated trials upon this new fyftem, 
which would foon afcertain whether it ought to be 
adopted im pi «tice or rje&ed. One th.ng I think, 
we may be certain of, that if the Egyptians «watered 
their flax in our common manner, they undoubtedly 
watered it in very warm water, fromthe greet heat 
o: the climate. which probibly might make them 
neglceé& to think ot water heated by any other means 
than that of thefun. A gocd general pra“ice can 
only be eftabl-fhed upon repeated trials ; but I am 
perfuaded, many lofe hal' the value of their crop, 
by fome ot the prefent methods of watering it, 
‘Though one experiment may fail, anothr, with a 
little variation, may fuccecd; and ‘the importance 
of the obj.& defired to be obtained will juftify a 
good degree of perfeverance in the prosecution of the 
means. Inthis view, as the Chinefe thread is faid 
to be very ttrong, it would be worth while to beac 
quainted with the practice of that diftant nation in 
regard to the rearing ard manu‘a¢turing of flax, as 
well as with the methods ufed by the Flemings and 
the Dutch. 

Boiling water, perhaps might, at once clear the 
new flax from many impurities, which, when not 
removed tillit be fpun into yarn, are then removed 
with difficulty, and lofs of fubftance to the yarn. 
Why fhould not the longitudinal fibres of the flax, 
before they be fpun into yarn, be made, not only as 
fire, but as clean as poffible. Upon the uew fyftem 
ropes the arc of bleaching would begin immedi. 
ately after the rippling of the flax ; and a litle done 
then, might perhaps, fave much of what is gene 
rally done aftcr the fpinning and weaving. ‘lo fpin 
dirty flax, with a. view of cleanfing it afterwards, 
appears to be the fame impropriety, as though we 
were to referve part of the dreffing given to leather 
till itis made into a glove. 

Should the plunging of the flax into boiling water 
not fuffice to make the boon britule enough, as I am 
inclined to think it would not, then the common 
water might be added; but im this cafe, probabl, 
half the time ufually given to the watering might 
fuffice ; and the flax might then he laid in clear ri- 
vulets, without any apprehenfion of its infecting 
the water and poifoning the fifth, or of being dif- 
coloured itfelf; for the boiling water, into which it 


| had been previoufly put, would have extracted all 


the pifonous vegetative fap, which, I prefume, is 

what chiefly difcolours the flax, «r kills the fith. 
On the fuppofition that boiling water, inthe pre 

paration of flax, may be found advantageous and 


profitable, I can recolle& at prefent but one objec- } 


tion againit its being generally adopted. Every flax- 
grower, it may be faid, could not be exp: ted to 
have conveniencies for boiling water fufficient ‘o. 
the purpofe ; the confumption of water would be 
great, and fome additional expence woul! be in- 
curre*.

The Preincess ELvizaBeETH. 


On Saturday,, May 31ft. the Princefs 
Eiizabeth was fitting in her apartment, her 
royal highnefs was furprifed by the abrupt 
entrance of a ftranger of mean appearen e. 
—The Princefs, exceedingly alarmed, pre- 
Cipitately quitted the room at an oppofice 
door, and related this extraordinary circum- 
ftance to the attendants in waiting.—Mr. 
Millar, one of pages, immediately went 
to the place and feized the man, who retui- 
ed to affign the caufe of his being inthe 
palace, or by what meaus he obtained ad- 
mittance. When brought to the .odge, the 
porter aflerted that he had not the lJeaft re- 
collection of his entrance or perfon. The 
intruder was then fuffered to depart, but in 
a fhort time returned, and in pe emptory 
terms infilted on being introduced to the 
Princefs—‘* That he might pour out the 
ardency of his paflion, and at her feet prefs 
tor an equal return.”
